Maili trouble with Isolation as an academ ic p rin ­ 
ciple in the United State* was th e philosophy which 
nourished it. It m ust be called an academ ic principle 
at this s age in 
history, 
becau.se 
hindsight shows 
clearly it never was anything more th an a hopeful 
theory 
It was nourished on the one hand by a too optim ­ 
istic outlook on the world abroad and on the other 
hand by a too pessimistic outlook on the world at 
home Simply stated, It was belief th a t if the United 
States w asn’t equipped to interfere w ith Europe, it 
w ouldn't be interfered with by Europe. 
Significantly, 
It never was taken seriously in connection with a f­ 
fairs in the Pacific area and, afte r intervention in 
Europe during the World war. was expounded for 
the A tlantic area only as a reaction from the dis- 
illw lbnm ent of the post-w ar years. 


In its m odern form, isolation, as preached by its 
vocal followers, depended entirely on two suppositions, j 
bo h now destroyed. 
The first was th a t a balance 
of power in Europe 
would 
be 
m aintained 
by 
a 
coalition of governm ents whom the U nited States 
had no cause to lear. 
Confidence in this supposition 
began to deterio:a'e when H itler’s G erm any proved 
at M un'ch it was as form idable as it claimed to be 
and when it proved by invading Poland in conjunc­ 
tion with Russia th at it also was as ru hies# as its 
critics had warned 
it 
wou'd 
be if it ever became 


£01 mid able. 
But the second 
opposition, th a t G reat B ritain, 
Prance and their allies would be able to confine Wai­ 
te Europe, thus guarantee ng 
the 
isolation of the 
United States, still continued in active use. Through 
the wini^t, when the war seemed to be iii stalem ate 
on the western front, the supposition seemed valid 
It was n ot u n 'll G erm any’s easy conquest, of Poland 
and Its invasion of the low countries, sim ultaneously 
expo.ving the northern flank 
of 
Fiance and all of 
G reat B ritain to the H iller war m achine th a t the 
isolationists saw how untenable their position ii3(1 


become. 
At th a t ins ant, destruction 
of 
the. 
Allies and 
overthrow of the European balance of power became 
sn im m inent possibility, clearly recognizable by even 
the novice in European observation 
E uropean gov­ 
ernm ents which Americans had no cause to fear be­ 
cause they were disciples of non-violence arere being 
crushed by a governm ent that Am ericans hud am ple j 
cause to fear Not only was it violent but they had , 
60 far abandoned the principle of Isolation as to in- j 
ta r its enm ity while depending on someone else to 
hold th at enm ity at a safe distance. 


Hhs this change of attitude, this abrupt realization ( 
th at the United Sta os is not safe merely because it 
has no designs on the safety of oilier nations, brought 
the country closer to w ar? 
It has not. 


The events which are bringing the United Stated 
closer to war lie entirely beyond this country's con­ 
trol. 
They are being described hour by hour in the 
news of the m omentous battle 
in 
France, of Get - J 
m any’s preparations to send an air arm ada against j 
G reat Br. ta in, of troop movem ents In the Balkans. 
of the conquest of Belgium 
U ndoubtedly, they arc 
bringing America closer to war 
A victorious G er­ 
m any would be in position to dom inate the world, and 
the United States and 
the 
American hem isphere 
most certainly would be affected 
At the *ame time, this country is undertaking to 
arm itself so form idably that a victorious G erm any 
would not dare to strike in the American hemisphere. 
To th a t ex en' 
the United States is t ying to move 
further from the possibilily of war.

isolation mean som ething with insulation, the great

Ryan made findings against ll 
coal companies 
accused 
of over­

were made to certain coal vendors, 
but that records of these either 
have been "destroyed or hidden." 
Ten of the companies accused of

overcharges 
have
